LIFE OF ROMANCE 


Loyalty of W ife Figures in 
Romance of Oklahoma 
Criminal History.

FLORENCE, Ariz., April 
13.- 
Paul Hadley was hanged this morn­ 
ing before sunrise for the murder 
ot Mrs. 
Arna Johnson. The trap 
was pulled at 5:15 and at 6:22 he 
was pronounced dead. 
The coomcd man maintained to 
the last his claim of innocence of 
the crime for which he was exe­ 
cuted. He met his fat* calmly. 
Hadley mounted the ‘platform of 
the gallows without hesitation. He 
had eaten no breakfast, but dress­ 
ed with deliberate care. 
‘*1 am innocent of the crime for 
which I am to die,” was his only 
statement. 
Hadley at his own request was 
baptised during the nisht by Rev 
J. W. Henderson, prison chaplain, 
and Dr. James 
Hunter, 
former 
chaplain. Dr. Henderson remained 
with bim all night singing hymns 
that Hadley requested. 
Just before the mask was adjust­ 
ed Dr. Hunter offered a prayer aud 
kissed Hadley on the cheek. 
Hadley had escaped 
w h ile serv­ 
ing a life term in the O klahom a 
penitentiary 
and 
w a s 
con victed 
here of the murder of Mrs. John­ 
son during an auto trip across th e 
Arizona desert in N ovem ber, 1921. 
In the group of 38 persons who 
witnessed the execution, was Peter 
Johnson, husband of the slain wo­ 
man. Johnson himself was severe­ 
ly 
wounded 
and 
was the 
states 
principal witness in 
Hadley s two 
trials. 
Not 
until 
midnight 
was 
hope 
finally abandoned that a sta> 
o* 
execution 
might be obtained. His 
attorney, John L. Van Buskirk, ap- 
peoled in vain for a commutation 
of the sentence to life imprison­ 
ment. 
Hadley’s body was unclaimed by 
relatives and was 
buried 
in 
the 
prison grounds. At his request the 
mask was not removed from his 
face. He is survived by his aged 
mother, 
two 
divorced 
wives 
and 
two children, according to ihs at­ 
torney. Mrs. Ida Hadley, the sec­ 
ond wife who served with him in 
the Oklahoma penitentiary, obtain­ 
ed

divorce 
recently.

first 
wife and two children live in New1 
York but the attorney refused to 
disclose their names. 
In a statement last night he de­ 
clared bis belief 
in 
religion and 
said he would not leave the world 
in an unforgiving

bere.” He expressed the belief that 
the fact of his innocence would be 
established sooner or later.
